August next. C alifornia will com m em orate the 
one hundredth anniversary of the death of her 
first pioneer, the lounder of the Indian Missions, 
Padre Junípero Serra. 
After a long life ot suf­ 
ferings, sacrifices and hard labor in the service 
«ii his beloved Indian flocks, this vencrablo 
priest yielded up his spirit to God. and his body 
was laid at rest under tin* stone flags of the old 
church of San Curios, in Carmelo valley, the 
scene o f his labor* and death. The Mission of 
San ( arlos, first established at Monterey on the 
3d o f June. 1 .*9. and rem oved to Carm elo in De­ 
cem ber of the sam e year, w as the second m is­ 
sion founded in Upper California by F ather 
Serra. President of th e Franciscan Missions. Of 
the tw enty-one m issions established in Califor­ 
nia a few are well preserved, others are in ruins, 
and o f some not a vestige is left to m ark the 
spoi w here once they stood. The m ost p ictu r­ 
esque and jioc.ic of these historic landm arks of 
our Suittc, and the noblest w ork of Padre Serra 
is the old stone church at San Carlos, at Car­ 
melo, and it is a sad spectacle an d a reproach 
to California to see th is venerable pile through 
neglect and apathy slowly crum bling Into dust. 
Inexorable Timé has laid his finger on this 
relic of religion and civilization and w as level­ 
ing it to the earth until quite recently the Rev. 
Angelo D. Casanova, the pastorof Monterey, un-

lit this country of religious tolerance and 
civil liiicrty it is difficult to conceive of the 
rage, prejudice and hatred that inspires a 
portion of the people of Russia in their 
persecutions of the Jews. The assaults 
against the Hebrews have been renewed al 
Adzoss, Simphci pool and Nijni Novgorod. 
They 
have 
driven 
them from 
their 
houses, destroyed their household goods, 
abused their women, beaten “ the despised 
ones " with sticks and stones until nearly 
dead, and hanged a number in the open 
streets. The military and police authori­ 
ties seem to have been powerless to check 
the mobs, and indeed it is believed did not 
manifest a strong disposition to do so. The 
people are still greatly excited, and further 
outrages will probably bo reported. A very 
slight charge against a Jew in some parts 
of Russia and in Austria and Hungary is 
sufficient to turn the populace against all 
of his race and arouse deep-seated preju­ 
dices. Usury appears to have been the 
burden of complaint in the recent outrages, 
but an intense hatred of the Jew as such 
lies below all 
stated causes for these 
intolerant demonstrations. They appear 
to have a

that is not reasonably to be accounted for. 
except we take up with the theory that the 
Jew-baiters are seized with a frenzy once a 
year, of which the Jews, the minority of the 
communities, become the victims, and that 
whether there is cause or not, these anti- 
Jcwish persecutions will annually occur 
until a more enlightened state prevails 
among the people. The Russian Jewish 
riots of 1882 were in (he early summer, and 
those of last year in May and July. Per­ 
haps no more striking instance of the in­ 
tensity of tlie hatred for tlie Jew, in parts 
the Old World, has been recorded, than 
that of the prosecution last year of a hand 
of Hebrews oh the charge of sacrificing a 
Christian child upon a Jewish altar, in a 
Hungarian village. 
In that case there was 
a coolness and devilish deliberation about 
the scheme of compassing the death of the 
unfortunate Jews in Hungary, of which 
history presents hut few parallels. 
Reli­ 
gious animosity fostered the jH-rseeution, 
ami bribery secured perjured witnesses to 
swear away the lives of the defendants, the 
chief witness being himself the son of one 
of the most prominent prisoners, and the 
nephew of two others. 
It is probable that 
the scheme to arouse the superstitious pre­ 
judices of an ignorant people against the 
Jews would have.succeeded in thatinstance 
but for the attention called to the case by 
the press of other countries, the publicity 
compelling the Government finally to in­ 
struct its officials to prosecute, not perse­ 
cute, and the result was the acquittal of the 
large group of defendants. In Eastern Rus­ 
sia last year, in 
the u»t¡-Jewish riots 
the same apathy on the part of the jsiliee 
was manifest that is now complained of. 
Russia has no intention of preventing these 
outrages or punishing for them ; the Gov­ 
ernment is the reverse of humane where 
the Jew is concerned, and there is no rea­ 
son for the hope that there will be any 
change in this respect, so long as im­ 
perialism exists and su jx T stitio n s u p p la n ts 
intelligence. 
It seems to have been the fate of the 
Jew in the Old World to be the victim of 
persecution. He has been forced to submit 
to be the instrument of working out the 
higher ends of civilization as the victim of 
cruelties thnt finally bring 011 revolutions 
of sentiment tuid arms. The Franks and 


Visigoths persecuted them in the sixth and 
seventh centuries, and the Byzantines in 
the eighth. In the eleventh century they 
appeared in Russia and Hungary, and 
were soon assaulted. Spain, Italy, Portu­ 
gal and Greece long treated them with 
greater toleration than any other nations, 
and among those peoples they [arose to dis­ 
tinction in art, politics, science and war, 
and shed a luster upon the learning and 
the history of the nations. But in Russia, 
Germany and England for centuries the 
condition of the Jews was most deplorable. 
They were deprived of the commonest 
rights, shut out from honorable occupa­ 
tions, beaten, driven and murdered, over­ 
taxed and robbed with impunity, even 
bought and sold as slaves, slaughtered by 
mobs, and burned at the stake as sacrifices 
in the name of religion and civilization. 
The notable Hungarian trial of 1883 was 
but the lengthened shadow of hitter false 
accusations and farces in the name of 
justice that disgraced earlier periods. The 
crowning of Richard I. of England was 
celebrated 
by 
the 
Jewish 
massacre 
at York, and in 1290 they were utterly 
driven out of the kingdom, as they 
were a century later from France. They 
were charged, in the fourteenth century, 
witii being the authors of the plague, and 
all Germany united in horrible persecu­ 
tions, burning them by the thousand at the 
stake. Even Italy, theretofore protecting 
them, and Spain and Portugal, their long­ 
time friends, fell upon them with slaughter 
and slavery in tlio same period. At the 
very liiglit of the bitterest persecutions 
America was discovered, in which the Jew 
has found a refuge securing him against 
the superstitions of the ignorant, the cruel­ 
ties of the merciless and the fanaticism of 
religion. The seventeenth century more 
than half expired before the greater cruel­ 
ties toward the Jewish race ceased; but 
even since, and especially in Hungary, 
Eastern Russia, Austria and Germany, they 
have been subjected to occasional outrages. 
Indeed, not until within forty years did 
Germany relax its intolerant conditions. 
The outrages now reported from year to 
year in remote sections of Austria and 
Russia, such as those referred to by yester­ 
day's telegraphic advices, are but theuxpir- 
ing embers of the intolerance and bloody 
persecutions which have followed the 
movements of the Jew throughout the old 
world and have driven his people so largely 
to the shelter ot English-speaking races.

THE STATE EXPOSITION AND COUNTY 
EXHIBITS. 


It is not too soon to call for energetic ac­ 
tion to make the coming State fair an un­ 
usually interesting one, and of especial 
value to the State. It will be something in 
the nature of the inaugural of a new era. 
for the Exposition will be the first held in 
the new Agricultural and Industrial Hall, 
the most spacious and best appointed expo­ 
sition building west of St. Louis. The lair 
will embrace two weeks of time, instead of 
one, as in the past. It will bean inaugura­ 
tion of the reconstructed Park, which has 
been so modified as to bring the stock 
grounds close to the spectators’ stands, thus 
rendering it a matter of ease to the people 
to Inspect the exhibited cattle, horses, 
sheep, poultry and swine. The speed con­ 
tests, tournaments and trials of fine horses, 
and the stock parades on the enlarged and 
reformed tracks, will also prove more con­ 
venient to spectators, and will he much 
more to the advantage of stock-breeders in 
making a satisfactory display. The effort 
is to be entered upon, also, for the first time, 
to induce tiie several counties of the State 
to make distinctive county exhibits of pro­ 
ducts in- competition for money awards of 
merit. 
This scheme, which this journal 
has long advocated, should prove the most 
attractive and valuable feature of theentire 
exhibition, and do very much to make our 
own people and strangers better acquainted 
with the resources of the State. It will 
serve 
to 
bring 
together 
under 
one 
roof representative people of the agri­ 
cultural 
and mining sections as ex­ 
aminers 
of 
the 
produce 
of 
the 
various 
subdivisions 
of 
the 
State. 
These county exhibits, if sufficiently at­ 
tractive and valuable, as there is every rea­ 
son to believe they will be, it is intended 
shall he forwarded at the close of the fair 
to the World’s Exposition. an*L£otton Cen­ 
tennial at New Orleans. We fczr that there 
are some counties where steps to secure 
produce-groups for these purposes have not 
yet been taken. 
Where there are Granges 
in active life, they will take charge of coun­ 
ty exhibits ; hut there are not a few coun­ 
ties where there are no organizations of 
Grangers. 
In such cases, unless public- 
spirited citizens take hold of the matter, 
the counties will not he represented. The 
task of gathering and forwarding repre­ 
sentative samples of the products of the 
soil and the mines of each county is not 
great, and if steps an- taken early, there is 


110 county where a few energetic men can­ 
not accomplish the end desired without 
material sacrifice. 
The value of these 
county exhibits to the State, and especially 
to the counties exhibiting, can scarcely be 
overestimated. A lew groups of like ex­ 
hibits were put into the fair last year, and 
thereafter forwarded for exhibition to the 
Illinois State l-'air, and one of the chief 
annual fairs of England. The unanimous 
testimony of those who have knowledge of 
the results is, that the labor was repaid ten­ 
fold, and that*!he exhibits did more to at­ 
tract desirable immigration to the State and 
awaken serious inquiry concerning its in­ 
vitation to the intending immigrant and 
investor, than any other means yet adapted 
to advertise the advantages of this .State 
abroad. We trust, therefore, that ¡11 every 
county in California, from its extremes! 
north to its farthest south, there will be 
immediate action taken to secure full rep­ 
resentative exhibits, since it is certain that 
the result will be compensating to every 
county making the effort.

An A tto rn ey ’s S u g g estio n . 
Ens. R ecobd-Union : Perm it m e to give 
iuy views upon the subject of licensing 
houses of ill fame, as I was not interviewed 
b_v your reporter at the tim e other m em ­ 
bers of the liar were called upon. Our city 
charter provides, am ong other things relat­ 
ing to the powers given to the Trustees, 
Section 2. paragraph 9, as follow s: The 
Trustees shall have power “ to prohibit or 
suppress all gaming, and all gam bling or 
disorderly houses ; also to regúlale, prohibit 
or suppress all houses of ill fam e.” This is 
the extent of their power, and w hen they 
exceed it, the ordinance is contrary to law 
and absolutely void. They m ight pass an 
ordinance to regulate, prohibit or suppress 
such houses w ithin the lim its of the city, 
and for the good of the youth of both sexes 
it ought to he done. 
I would, therefore, 
suggest that if. as the Trustees say, they 
cannot suppress them —which I deny—then 
let them pass an ordinance to regulate 
them , som ething in substance as herein­ 
after suggested, fixing a heavy penalty for a 
violation thereof: 
Section 1. T hat if n m an or woman visits any 
such house, he or she shall inform th e keeper 
thereof, or his or her clerk, of th e ir true nam e, 
residence, business o r occupation, and w hether 
m arried or single, and if m arried, w here the 
w ife or husband resides. 
Section 2. It shall be the duty o f the proprie­ 
to r or keeper of such house to keep a register, 
au d en ter therein Iter own nam e in full, the 
nam e o f each o f th e inm ates o f said house, 
w h eth er m ale or fem ale, the tru e nam e, place 
o f residence, business or occupation, w hether 
m arried or single, an d if m arried, the place of 
residence of th e wife, o f all persons visiting 
said house. 
- 
Section :t. It shall be the d u ty of th e person 
keeping a house of prostitution to cause to be 
published, nace in lour weeks, in some news­ 
paper of general circulation, p rin ted and pub­ 
lished in this city, a full aud true copy oi said 
register. 
Section I. For any violation of th is ordinance, 
o r any part thereof, the person convicted before 
a Court of com petent jurisdiction shall be im ­ 
prisoned in the city prison for the period o f ----- 
days. 
I m ake this as a sim ple suggestipn. to 
pass an ordinance of this kind in place of 
a license ordinance w hich cannot stand the 
test of any Court; and, if passed, all such 
places will cease to exist for want of sup­ 
port.

BOARD OF CITY TRUSTEES. 


T h ey a re C alled U pon to L evy th e B o n d ­ 
h o ld ers’ T ax. 
The Board of City Trustees m et in regu­ 
lar session in the City H all at 10 a. m. yes­ 
terday, all the members present. 
Mark Foster, Chief Engineer of the water 
works, made his weekly report, showing 
that the m achinery had been in operation 
145 hours, and th at 16,819,750 gallons of 
water had been pumped. 
Robert T. Devlin appeared before the 
Board as attorney for the Plum bers’ Asso­ 
ciation of Sacramento, and presented a pe­ 
tition asking the repeal of Section 6 of 
Chapter XV., and the passage of a substi­ 
tute. which was prepared- by him . and 
which lie read to the Board. U nder the ex­ 
isting ordinance plum bers are required to 
obtain a license from the Superintendent of 
the water works. This law, like m any 
others, has not been enforced, and shoe­ 
makers, tinsm iths, carpenters and others, 
who are not plum bers, are said to work as 
such and he able to obtain license. 
Mr. 
Devlin claimed th at the law could not he 
enforced unless the association would turn 
informers, w hich would be demoralizing, 
create m uch feeling, and he fruitful of a 
large am ount of petty litigation. The or­ 
dinance he proposed would rem edy the 
whole m atter. It differed from the old one 
in this: that the license should he isSued by 
a hoard of examiners, consisting oí the Su­ 
perintendent of the w ater works, the City 
Tapper and I wo or three competent m aster 
plum bers, chosen for that especial purpose. 
The Mayor thought the ordinance, as it now 
stands, was good enough, if enforced, and 
aid he would see to it that it was enforced. 
The further consideration of the m atter was 
continued for one week. 
It was ordered that Tenth street, from J 
to K. he improved, as per resolution passed 
March 31st.

iate of th e honorable th e Suprem e Court of the 
state of California, issued in the case of Daniel 
Mover vs. J. Q. Brown, William G uteuberger and 
II. B. Nielsen, com prising the Board of Trustees 
o f the City of Sacram ento, w hich said w rit was 
served upon W illiam G uteuberger and II. 1!. 
Nielsen on June 12th instant, and on John Q. 
Brown on the 13th instant, by the Sheriff of 
Sac ramo uto con nty. 
Since said w rit was so served you have held 
one regular m eeting of the Bourd of Trustees of 
said city on the 10th day of June, A. D. ISM, and 
now being again"convened on this 23d day of 
June, A. 1). ISM. and all the m em bers being now 
•present, you are hereby requested to com ply at 
once w ith said m andate aud levy the tax as 
thereby com m anded. This request is m ade at 
this tim e, not because you are entitled to any 
further tim e or notice, no r because the law re­ 
quires us to m ake any further dem and, or give 
any further notice, but because we desire, if 
possible, to avoid the unpleasant proceedings 
which m ust im m ediately follow any further 
delay or refusal upon your part to com ply w ith ‘ 
the m andate of the highest Court in th e State. 
A refusal to com ply w ith said perem ptory writ 
of m andate puls your Board and each of the 
m em bers thereof in contem pt of the Supreme 
Court of this State, and will subject you to the 
process of that Court for such contem pt, aud if 
you further refuse or neglect to com ply w ith 
said m andate, we will be com pelled to report 
the refusal to said Court and apply for process 
«gains, you, and in addition we shall, in due 
tim e, bring civil actions against each of you 
personally for all dam ages occasioned by your 
disregard of the official duties imposed upon you 
by law and said m andate; and in this connec­ 
tion we take the liberty of calling your atten­ 
tion to the decision of the United States Supreme 
Court in th e ease of Amy vs. Supervisors, n th 
W allace Reports, page 13». w here that Court dis­ 
tinctly holds th a t such liability will follow such 
reiusal to com ply w ith the m andate. 
The creditors of th e city, whom we represent, 
have ever been w illing to en ter into negotia­ 
tions w ith the city, and to deal w ith her liber­ 
ally and generously in the adjustm ent o f the 
am ounts due them from th e city .an d a year ago 
would have accepted term s w hich would have 
saved the city m ore th an h alf a m illion dollars, 
but have never received any definite proposition 
or offer, while on the, contrary you have m et 
them , in th e litigation w hich they have been 
com pelled to institute to avoid the statute of 
lim itations, w ith the averm ent that th e bonds 
are invalid—in other words, w ith a repudiation 
o i the debt. 
The w ater works, including m any m iles of 
street m ains, and also nearly all th e other val­ 
uable property o fth e city, and w hich the city 
has enjoyed lor nearly a quarter of a century, to 
this day rem ain unpaid for, except as paid in 
these bonds, w hich you would repudiate while 
retaining the property. 
We find no fault, and entertain no ill-feelings 
tow ard you for having endeavored to evade 
the paym ent of w hat the Courts have adjudged 
to be a law ful indebtedness. 
If your defense 
had ¡troven successful our clients would have 
lost the m oney they had paid, in good faith, for 
city bonds, and your defense having failed, you 
cannot expect less th an th e enforcem ent o fth e 
cgai rights of th e city's creditors, and w hile we 
hall regret the necessity of a resort to extrem e 
m easures, we 
shall, 
nevertheless, 
proceed 
firmly.

E e c o b d -U n io n of yesterday, a large num ­ 
ber of Republicans of this city m et at the 
Court-house last evening to form w hat is 
to be know n through the coming campaign 
as the Young M en’s Republican Club.

D e c id e d A g a in s t th e C o n n ty . 
Judge A rm strong yesterday, in the case 
of Carlton Rickards vs. The County of 
Sacramento, rendered the following de­ 
cision ; 
In the Superior Court of the county of Sacra­ 
mento, State o f California. Carlton Rickards, 
plaintiff, vs. The County of Sacramento, defend­ 
ant. This action was "commenced in the Jus­ 
tice's Court of the City of Sacramento, held by 
J. C. Tubbs. Esq.. a Justice of the Peace. The 
complaint contains two causes of action. The 
first cause stated in the complaint is for a bal­ 
ance of 5-0 claim ed to be due for interpreting 
before the Grand Jury. The bill as originally 
presented to the Board of Supervisors was for 
590, and the Board allow ed the claim for 560 and 
rejected it as to the balance. The county paid 
to the assignee of the plaintiff the amount 
allowed, 
which 
was 
accepted 
by 
him. 
The 
payment 
and 
acceptance 
ot 
the 
amount 
allowed 
must, 
upon 
a 
fair- 
and reasonable construction of Sections 43 and 
44 of the County Government Act, be deemed a 
waiver of the claim for the balance, aud the de­ 
cision of the Justice’s Court, that the plaintiff 
could not recover the balance, must be affirmed. 
The second cause of action stated in the com­ 
plaint is for eighteen days' services of the 
plaintiff', in interpreting, in’this Court, from the 
English into Chinese, und from Chinese into 
English, in the case of the People of the State 
of California against Mock Soon, for murder. 
The plaiutitf attended in obedience to the pro­ 
cess of the Court, and was appointed and sworn 
as an interpreter in the case. The proof shows 
that his services were reasonably worth $10 per 
day. The evidence shows that there are only 
two white or American interpreters in the 
State 
who 
are 
competent 
to interpret in 
Court, Mr. Locke being absent. Those two are 
Carlton Rickard, the plaintiff, and Jerome Mil­ 
lard. Tlies,' gentlemen are the Court- interpret­ 
ers in San Francisco, and are men of integrity, 
which is a material elem ent in the qualification 
of an interpreter. The plaintiff claims SISO for 
his services, but 
the Board of Supervisors 
allowed Dim only $54, which he refused to ac­ 
cept. The learned Justice before whom the case 
Was tried decided that the plaintiff was entitled 
to recover the full amount claim ed and rendered 
judgment for it. Did he err in so deciding? We 
think not. 'Hie special counsel for the county, 
S. S. Holl, Esq., contends : First, that the coun­ 
ty is not liable for the services of an interpreter 
in criminal actions: second, that if the county 
is liable, the compensation cannot exceed three 
dollars per day. 
In support of the second pro­ 
position, he cites and relies upon Section 33 of 
the Act entitled “ An Act to regulate fees 
of 
ofti.ee 
and 
salaries of certain officers, 
and 
to 
repeal 
certain 
other 
Acts,” 
approved 
March 
5, 
1870. 
That 
section 
reads : “ Interpreters and translators shall be al­ 
lowed such compensation for their services as 
the Court shall allow, to be taxed and collected 
as other costs; but the same shall not exceed 
three dollars per day.” (Statutes 18/0, p. 179.) 
This section only applies to civil, and not to 
crim inal actions. 
In all Civil actions the Court 
ean tax the costs against the losing party, and 
in equity suits in its discretion may tax costs 
against the successRil party and render a judg­ 
ment therefor; but in « criminal action, wherein 
a person Is convicted of murder in the first de­ 
gree, where there is no recommendation by the 
jury for imprisonment for life, the w hole juris­ 
diction of the Court is exhausted. When judg­ 
ment is entered that the defendant be hanged 
until dead, there is no provision in the Penal 
Code that the Court shall adjudge that the óf- 
fender be hanged until dead and pay the cost of 
the prosecution, too. 
Nor was it ever intended 
hy the Legislature that an interpreter, whose 
services were necessary to the prosecution, 
should take out execution against the property 
of such offender, or, after he was hanged, 
should lake letters of administration upon his 
estate to collect the compensation for his ser­ 
vices. 
As counsel fees for services in procuring 
letters of administratson cannot be charged 
against the estate of a deceased, the fees of coun­ 
sel necessary to obtain letters of administration 
would frequently exceed the amount due for in­ 
terpreting and leave the interpreter without 
anything for his services and in debt to his 
counsel. The injustice of such a construction of 
the law is too apparent to require further 
notice. 
The principle is the same in all 
criminal actions, and the argument that the 
interpreter must first exhaust his remedy against 
the property of the defendant convicted in a 
criminal action, or show that such defendant 
had tu» property, before he could assert a claim 
against the county, is equally untenable. No 
other provision of the statutes or codes, fixing 
the amount of compensation of interpreters, has 
been cited, and we know of none. The amount 
ot compensation, then, is not fixed by statute. 
This, then, presents the question as to the Ha­ 
bilite of the county for services rendered to the 
use o f the county w'here the compensation is not 
fixed l>v statute' Títere is no doubt that the 
county, where an indictm ent or information is 
found, is liable for all proper and legitim ate 
costs incurred in a crim inal action. (County 
Government Act, Sections 178, 179, 180, 181, 
Statutes 
1883, 
p. 
361.) 
But Section 
177 
of 
that 
Act provides that “ accounts for 
county charges of erery description must be pre­ 
sented to the Board o f Supervisors, to be audited 
as prescribed in this Act; ’ and in obedience to 
this provision o f law the plaintiff presented his 
claim s to the Board. Section 178 declares, cer­ 
tain claim s to be county charges, among them 
are "the contingent expenses necessarily iu- 
ourredforthe use and benefit of the county.” 
As to whether the county is liable for the ser­ 
vices of an interpreter in á murder case depends 
upon the construction to be given to this clause 
iii the statute. Experience in the administra­ 
tion of the law shows that in this State, where 
people of all races and tongues have congrega­ 
ted it is necessary to press into the service of the 
Courts interpreters to interpret from one lan­ 
guage into another and vice versa. Andthe Legis­ 
lature recognizing the necessity, provided that 
“ when a witness does not understand and 
speak the English language, an interpreter must 
he sworn to interpret for him.” (C. C. P., Sec. 
I SM.) And the same section of the O sle o f Civil 
Procedure, which is also applicable to criminal 
actions, provides that the Court may summons 
any person to act as interpreter, and if lie tails 
to attend at the time and place named in the 
summons, he shall be guilty of a contempt. The 
Court has the power not only to compel the 
attendance of an interpreter, but to detain him 
ami require him to act so long as the necessity 
for his service* continues, lie may be detained 
one day nr one week, or one month or longer. 
But it is t-miined that the interpreter must per­ 
form 
such 
services 
without 
any 
com­ 
pensation. 
This 
is said 
to 
be 
in the 
interest of the public; but why should the public 
approjiriate the fruits of the labor of the profes- 
simial interpreter nr linguist any more than the 
earning- of the blacksmith without compensa­ 
tion ’ The wages o f an interpreter is as much 
his property as is the w ages-of the mechanic 
who toils daily for ins bread, and the wages of 
such a m echanic is as much his property as the 
elqthe- he wears, and is entitled to the sume 
protection against despotic appropriatfroi hy the 
public. The constitutional pnnciple'w at “ pri­ 
vate property shall not be taken tor public use 
without just compensation “ is as olil as civil­ 
ized jurisprudence itself, and where either the 
public or an individual appropriates the prop­ 
erly of another to their or his use, the law im­ 
plies that tlie appropriator agrees to pay for such 
property what the same is reasonably worth. In 
the case of Brady vs. the Supervisors of New 
York, 2 Sandf.. 473, the plaintiff sought tu re­ 
cover the value 
of 
professional 
services. 
There 
was " no 
express 
contract 
that 
the 
services 
should 
lie 
paid 
for 
by the county. The Court said, in rendering its 
decision: “ it is not to be doubted that the 
plaintiff's claims are county charges, and might 
have been submitted to the Board of .Super­ 
visors for allowance. 
He claim s by force of an 
im plied contract of the Board, for sendees 
which were beneficial to the Hoard and thus to 
the county. Tlie Supreme Court had the stat­ 
utes on this subject under consideration in 
Bright vs. supervisors of Chitmngo. 18 John., 212; 
Mallory vs. supervisors of Costland, and Double­ 
day vs. Supervisors of flrooinc. 2 Cow.. 5s3: and 
the People vs. Supervisors of Albany, 12 Wend., 
257. Those eases establish this general princi­ 
ple. that whenever services have been rendered 
which are beneficial to a county, and no com­ 
pensation is provided for the same by law. 
they wHI be deemed contingent charges against 
the county. The services of the plaintiff are 
precisely ' of 
that 
character. 
It 
will 
lie 
seen by reference to the statute regulating the 
powers of county officers (1 R. 8., 385, See. :t), that 
after specifying various liabilities and demands, 
the fifteenth sulslivision includes, ‘The contin­ 
gent expenses necessarily incurred for tite use 
and benefit of the county.’ 
These ure to he 
exam ined, settled and allowed by the Board of 
Supervisors : and the fourth section of the same 
title contains the general directions before m en­ 
tioned. that accounts for county charges of 
every description shall la* presented to the 
Board tn he audited by them.' 
And ill tin» People vs. .Supervisors, 45 New 
York, l‘.i9, it is decided that where services were 
rendered for the benefit of the county and no 
specific amount was fixed by law as a compensa­ 
tion, “ sueii sen ices must Ik1 deemed contingent 
charges against thi*enmity ” 
To the same effect 
is the ease o f the People vs. Hujicrvisors. 32 New 
York, 471. 
The provisions of our statute as to the liability 
of the county for •‘contingent expenses,” is in 
the exact language of the New York statute 
upon the subject urtder consideration, and the 
decisions cited from that State arc authority for 
the ciinclusion that a reasonable comjieiisation 
for the services o f an interpreter in criminal 
actions is to be considered “ contingent ex ­ 
penses necessarily incurred for the use and 
tienetit of the county, ' within the meaning of 
the statute, for which tlie county is liable. The 
only difference between the New York statute 
and our statute, is this: Under the New York 
statute the determination o f the Board as to the 
amount due from the county was conclusive, but 
not so under our statute. 
If the claim is re­ 
jected after being duly presented, as in this cake, 
the claimant may bring liis action against the 
county. 
iCounty Government Act. S ee.-14.) it 
follows that the judgment o f the Justice’s Court 
must lie affirmed with costs, and it is so ordered.
